The Artichoke 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

The French artichoke, which is the immature 
blossom bud of a plant of the thistle family, is 
an entirely different species from the Chinese 
The size of this edible 
bud varies from two or three inches in diameter 
in ordinary market varieties to a circumference 
of two or three feet in some 
specia] varieties. 

The edible part of this veg- 
etable consists of the flesh 
portion at the base of the bud 
scales and the blossom base. 
The green scales of the bud 
are sometimes tinged with 
blue, violet or brown. In some 
me te species of French artichoke, 
Dr. F. McCoy the young stalks are also eat- 
en after being blanched. In Europe, such stalks 
are termed “Chard,” which is however different 
from Swiss Chard. 

In North America the artichoke is generally 
prepared by steaming or boiling. Even though it 
is sometimes impossible to obtain the fresh arti- 
choke in some of the colder climates, this vege- 
table may still be enjoyed by using the canned 
variety which will be found in many of the 
larger grocery stores. The smaller artichokes 
are selected for canning, after the inedible parts 
have been discarded. Whether canned or fresh, 
this vegetable is quite wholesome 

The correct method of eating the whole arti- 
choke is more confusing to the novice than eating 
corn on the cob or asparagus. The proper way 
to eat it is to hold the upper portion of the 
artichoke with the left hand and then with the 
fingers of the right hand, to pluck off an outer 
leaf. The thick part of the leaf at the bottom 
may then be dipped into butter and slowly 
drawn between the teeth, leaving the edible part 
in the mouth. The remaining part of the leaf is 
then discarded. After the outer leaves have been 
rernoved, the meaty base is then eaten. 

The edible portion of this vegetable contains 
a small amount of starch but not enough te put 
it definitely into the class of starchy vegetables 
The artichoke supplies such mineral elements as 
iron and silicon and is alkaline-forming 

Following are some methods of preparing this 
succulent vegetable: 

STEAMED ARTICHOKES 

In a cooking vessel with a close fitting lid, 
place stem down about two 
inches of Boi] without salting until a fork 
penetrate the base of the artichoke.

upside down to drain before serving. Serve with 
butter.

The Joint Distribution Committee which dis- 
penses aid from America among the persecuted 
Jewish communities of Germany has recen 
given some figures to effects of the 
policy of extermination which the Nazis have 
practiced upon the Jewish people. At no time 
numbering as much as one per cent of the total 
population, the Jewish population remaining in 
Germany is now reduced to a total of 409,000, 
Of these, by systematic persecution in their 
efforts to earn a livelihood, 82,761 are entirely 
destitute and dependent on Jewish relief sources, 

A Jewish placement service which sought to 
find work for destitute Jews has been forced to 
discontinue. Many small communities have been 
entirely extinguished; others have been reduced 
in size by 50 per cent. The number of Jewish 
children in East Prussia has declined by 65 ner 
cent since the advent of the Hitler regime. The 
younger people have left the country. The larger 
proportion of Jews remaining in Germany are 
over 45 years of age. 

Among the professional classes, Jewish doc- 
tors who numbered 6,000 in January, 1935, are 
now reduced to 3,300. No new Jewish doctors 
are admitted to practice. Of the 350 Jewish 
druggists in Germany, 200 owned pharmacies 
These by law are now obliged to sell or lease 
their pharmacies. Young Jews

studying to become pharmacists will not be 
allowed to take their examinations. Denied 
rights at Jaw, the Jews under Hitler are also 


denied the right to earn a living. But for the 
efforts of the Joint Distribution Committee 
which is raising this year $4,650,000 in United 
States, and a similar effort being made in Fng- 
land to aid the Jews in Germany and German 
Jewish refugees in foreign lands, thousands 
would have perished of starvation. 

We Albertans have been paying handsomely 
of late to educate a number of enthusiastic men 
and women in the difficulties which arise when a 
provincial legislature attempts to enact legisla- 
tion that is within the sole jurisdiction of the 
Dominion Government, In the realm of criminal 
law instead of in the realm of finance, the people 
of British Columbia are now learning the same 
lesson. 

They've had some serious “hit and run” cases 
of late in Vancouver, where speeding motorists 
after killing or maiming their victims have sped 
on. A mild sensation was caused a couple of 
weeks back when the city police in tracking up a 
hit-and-run driver who had kept going efter 
maiming a pedestrian, arrested and charged a 
police officer of the R.C.M.P. 

When the case came to hearing in the police 
court, no attempt was made to show that the 
“mountie” was innocent of the offence. Instead, 
the defense counsel concentrated his fire upon 
the Motor Vehicles Act which a previous provin- 
cial government had enacted. He claimed the Act 
was ultra vires, inasmuch as it provides a jail 
sentence for an offence already covered by the 
Criminal Code of Canada. The Criminal Code 
merely provides for a fine, hence the fondness of 
the police for laying informations under the pro- 
vincial statute if the offence has been of a 
serious nature 

After hearing argument, the Vancouver mag- 
istrate, upheld the technical objection, and the 
R.C.M.P. constable was set free. There will 
probably be a number of applications to quash 
convictions previously made under the provincial 
Motor Vehicles Act. One marvels that an Attor- 
ney-Genera] and his legal] staff in framing a 
statute of this nature, did not take the obvious 
precaution of glancing at the Criminal Code and 
making sure the statute and the Code were not 
in conflict. 


Now that the Legislature has adjourned, a 
search will begin for some man (or woman) who 
can tell the Government how to go about the task 
of creating twenty-five dollar a month dividends 
out of the end of a fountain pen.

Recognizing our need for such a game, with which 
married couples can kill time and with which card 
lovers can find enjoyment when they cannot make up 
a complete game of poker or bridge, I yet did not 
make the mistake of trying to invent a “perfect 
game.” Instead I investigated the entire field of two 
handed games here and abroad. I traveled centuries 
back and then faithfully followed up every scent. I 
found a game which, though actually 200 years old, 
has now sprung up as the most popular game of 
several countries, gaining impetus from the addition 
of many fascinating new features. I knew this game 
thoroughly, having years ago been a leading exponent 
of it. But even with its present success it was still 
too tame for the quick witted American psychology. 

For two years I worked on the basic structure of 
this game, modifying it, adapting it to the American 
temperament, making it fast, exciting, and as inter 
esting for three or four players as for two players. 
The result is the game which I now offer—JO-JOTTE. 

It is the perfected combination of a scientific game 
which is nevertheless easy to learn. You can learn 
Jo-Jotte in twenty minutes, but it will take you twenty 
years to exhaust its scientific possibilities. An outline 
of the rules follows: 

Two players play against each other. They use @ 
deck of 32 cards, eight cards [A, K, Q, J, 10, 9, 8, 7) 
in each suit. They cut for the deal, and the player 
cutting the higher card is the dealer, 

The dealer distributes the cards, one, two, or three
